Both Houses Ready for Oeeu- 
pancy at Any Moment. 

The Ventilation H&s Been Greatly 
Improved in Both Chambers. 



could mret Thursday. In the 
under the order* of the new aergeant- 
afc-arma, CoL Bright, the floor ha* bees 
covered with matting and ha* the ap- 
pearance of a delightfully cool and in- 
viting chamber.
